Ni'w York, Dec. 4.—The notorious 
•tory of the spring, or corset steel, by 
which the scales were manipulated 
and the government was cheated out 
of much of the legal duty ou sugar Im­ 
portations wa* told over again, on 
oath in the trial of six of the sugar 
trust’s subordinates in federal court 
bere, the scales rooms of the Williams 
burg piers of the Havemeyer's and El­ 
der company were Illustrated on large 
drawings brought before the jury, aud 
the Jury w h s further asked to look at 
an Immense model of the sugar scales 
used on those piers and to see exactly 
bow the steel spring contrivance waa 
operated. 
An expert on scales demonstrated 
the workings of the device and wa# 
corroborated by a second expert. This 
followed the 
testimony of 
Richard 
Farr, now deputy surveyor, who, as a 
•pedal agent of the treasury, had In­ 
vestigated the conduct of the affairs 
of the sugar trust a# they related to 
the custom house of this city 
The 
greatest 
sensation came whoa 
Mr. 
Parr said on the stand that Oliver Spil­ 
ler, one of the defendants, had of­ 
fered him "his own price," meaning 
Parr’s or what Farr chose to state as 
bls price, to clear out and report the 
scales "out of order,” Spltxer adding, 
according to Parr's testimony, that all 
involved were "Masons and shouldn't 
go back on one another.” 
Parr testi­ 
fied that when Spitter*# offer to hun 
was rejected, It was repeated with tho 
gratuitous Information that Parr was 
a damn fool if he did not accept It. 
"When I wa# assigned to this work 
on Nor. l l, 1907,” said Farr, "I went 
to the H. & E. piers with Special 
Agent Brezlnski. who was also assign­ 


ed to the work, and while I was .stand­ 
ing on the stringpleee Spitzer came 
along and spoke to us. 
Brezinskt ami 
England, a sampler, and I went to 
scale No. I. where one Japha was gov­ 
ernment weigher ami the defendant 
Kehoe was checker. 
I had drafts that 
had Just been weighed brought back 
and weighed again. 
Tic second draft 
brought back weighed 1,012 pounds, 
whereas on the tirst weighing it had 
been reported at 994 pounds. 
After 
the third draft I noticed a peculiar 
bent-over attitude of Kehoe. 
Kehoe 
colored and paled and seemed nervous 
and I made him g« t up. 
I reached 
down the wooden stanchion 
of the 
scales a*d placed my hand where Ke- 
hoe’s had been and felt a substance 
foreign to the material of the stan­ 
chion. 
I lighted a match and found a 
steel wire inserted in a hole In th** 
stanchion. 
I asked Kehoe to take a 
look at it and then asked him how 
long he had been using it. 
He said Ik* 
did not know. 
I had Brezinskt aud 
Japha look at the wire arid then went 
outside and telephoned for a scale ex­ 
pert. 
‘‘When I cam e out on the pier Spit­ 
zer, who had walked away earlier. 
cam e up and said that this thing must 
be fixed up. 
I said that there was no 
‘fixing' to be done, 
Spitzer said that 
we were all Masons and that the thing 
would m ike trouble all around. 
I said 
I could not bel# that. 
He said that I 
should report the scales out of order 
and nam e my price 
He added that 
others had beeen fixed the same way, 
and that he had sooner cut off his arni 
than give anyone away. 
He added 
that I ought to stand by my obligations 
and not give away a brother Mason. 
I said that Masonry had nothing to do 
with It. 
" leaving the Beadhouse, I met Mr. 
Hyatt (a government district weigher! 
who asked me what was the trouble. 
I did not know him and did not reply. 
Spitzer told who Hyatt was and then 
I had Hyatt go into the statehouse 
and examine the spring. 
I hail not al­ 
lowed Brezinskt to quit the »(alehouse 
although Spitzer had wished me to call 
Brezinskt out 
Then I took the spring 
and left the place. The spring was ex 
hlblted In court In connection with the 
mode) scales that 
were shown the 
Jury ! 
While In the scalehouse Splt­ 
xer had talked with B resins hi, who 
came to me and said: 
’This man says 
you are all right. Dick.* 
I told Spitzer 
he must get out of the place. 
“ Later when I had started for the 
other scalehouse Spitter came to me 
on the stringpleee where I had seen 
him first and said that I was a damn 
fool not to take the money and loae 
the 'Iron.' 
He added; 
'The ofTer is 
good yet, lf you will lose the "Iron.” ’ 
I had the ’Iron’ in my pocket and I told 
him that there was no chance,** 
Farr told of then 
visiting other 
scalehouses, where he found Coyle and 
Hennesseey working and found similar 


holes In the scale stanchions, but no 
irons. 
He identified pieces of the 
wooden 
stanchions taken from the 
place by himself and James F. Vail, 
then deputy surveyor, who had come 
over upon hearing that th* re was trou 
ble on the piers 
Mr. Vall. h»* said, 
weighed the three drafts that he, Barr. 
had previously re-weighed. 
“ With the appliance,” (the “iron" or 
spring! said the witness, “the drafts 
weighed the same as had beeen report­ 
ed at the first weighing. 
Mr Vail took 
out 
the 
appliance 
and 
found 
the 
weight then just what we had found 
it on the second weighing.”

Governor Shafroth Delights His 


New York Audience. 


New York. Dec. 4.—On the subject 
of woman’s suffrage Governor Sha­ 
froth of Colorado, who spoke at the 
Garden theater under the auspices of 
the Equal Franchise Society, is by no

means lukewarm. 
Mrs. Clarence Mac­ 
kay. president of the league, said In 
introducing him that no one was bet­ 
ter qualified thun he to give an expert 
opinion on the practical working out 
of votes for women. 
Mrs, Mackay did not make a long 
speech, but she touched upon a ques­ 
tion which the suffragists do not often 
discuss, but which has figured prom­ 
inently In all the recent speeches made 
by the antis. 
“One of the first things that the 
women of the United States will do 
when they get the ballot." she said, 
“will be to establish a uniform divorce 
law." 
Governor Shafroth advanced all the 
usual arguments In favor of woman 
suffrage, In addition to several which 
he had thought of himself. 
He made 
his greatest hit with 
the audience 
when he dealt a blow to tile popular 
anti contention that if women should 
become voters they would no longer 
receive from men the various little 
courtesies which now were conceded 
to them almost aa rights. 


"I just want to say.” he declared, “if 
you want to compare New York and 
Denver on this point, that anyone who 
rides around on streetcars will s**e a 
hundred men in Denver get up to give 
their seats to woman where they will 
see one in New York. This, I think, is 
about as fair a test as could be mad** 
of a matter so intangible as the one 
under discussion. 
I should say, judg 
ing from observation made during my 
ten years in congress, tfiat Washing 
ton and Denver were very much alike 
in this respect, 
“I arn woing to advance three argu­ 
ments in favor of granting the ballot 
to women," he continued. "In the first 
place it Is right, In the second place 
it is expedient, in the third place It is 
practicable.” 
The governor explained that the red 
light district of Denver, which has 
been made to figure so prominently in 
the sp eech es of the enemies of wom­ 
a n ’s suffrage, really did not count very 
much, because it comprised only one 
half of I per cent of the population. 
The largest proportion of the Denver 
votes came from Uapitol hill, he said, 
Where th* best people lived. 
Women 
had improved the tone of political con­ 
ventions in Colorado, and had m ade 
the polling places safe and comforta­ 
ble. 
They invariably voted on the 
right side of a moral issue, he added, 
and were not a bit greedy for office, 
“The only office they really seemed 
to want," he explained, “is that of the 
state superintendent of public Instruc­ 
tion, and they usually get that.”

She had been playing in the 
street in front of the tenement at 7:30 
o’clock on Monday night, but when her 
mother called out of the door for the 
children to come in and go to bed, 
Lottie could not be found. 

Pauline, was the 
only one who had seen l i t t l e straying 
away.

frightened, but she remembered that 
a “big black man had come along and 
talked to l i t t l e and gave her a ban­ 
ana and l i t t l e smiled and took his 
hand and they went away.” 
It was not really a big black man, 
Pauline thought later on.
